Your first question asks us to rulo as 
to what rate. of milesge sheuld be paid to the eligible mexbers of the 
Council for attendance at Council metingse We are of the opinion 
that the rate of mileago roinbursemcnt for both legielstive and none 
ex-officio menbers of the Council 4s to be determined by application 
Or the provisions of ASA 97-A11 (supp) which provides as follows! 


"State officials and exployecs using private . 
cars in the conduct of official stato business 
shall be raimbursed Lor mileage at tho following 
rstoo, based on the nucber of miles travelled in 
any ono fiocnl yerrs For the first 12,000 miles 
seven conte por mile, for the next 6,000 miles’ 
gis. conte por nile, and for all niles 4m excess — 
of 18,000 miles five cents per nile.* | 


We do not. dessa tho functions of this 
Souncedl to be "official business of the logislature” within the reaning 
of RCA l4:lbea which reads as followss be, : 
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“Any mozxber of the eden court who is on 


official business of the logislature 4n Concord 
days other than when the legislature is in Besson, 
duly authorized by the presidin; officer of the 
branch of which he is a munboP, shall be allowed 
the same mileage ao he would have boon allowed had 
tho legiolxture been in sascion on said daye* — 


se Your second quostion 4s whether or not 
the legislative or non-ox-officko warbers of the Council may be reim- 
bursed for meals'4in connection “ath their attondence at Council mecte 
inzs. We roply in the affirmative as wo believe that the cost of such 
moals 48 included in the tera “nocessury travel expenses". Seo Volwe 
42h Words and Phrases, page 24, whore the following language appears: 


"Tryyoling expenses” s strictly spenaking,are 
exponiitures made in going from one place to 
another at a distance, but, as comzonly urxier= 
stood, generally couprekend transcortation costs 
axl other expenses reasonably incident thereto 
while on jovrnsy, ineluding lodging, meals, and 
kindred expenses." |
